Tne Grand and Petit Jurymen—The 


Charge. 


The regular September term of the 


Macon county circuit court began Mon- 
day afternoon at 3:30 o'clock, Judge J. F. 
Hughes, of Mattoon, presiding. 
The 


formal opening was announced by Sheriff 
Mnuzy. Many gentlemen who had been 
summoned to serve on the grand and 
petit juroJS button-holed the Judge in 
the hope of getting excused from service. 
Those who had good excuses were per- 
mitted to go to their places of business or 
homes. 


THE GRAND JDBY. 


Deputy MoClellim by order of the 


court proceeded to call the list of 23 
grand jurors, 18 of whom answered to 
their names and took their places at the 
right of the room. The sheriff filled up 
the panel to the required number from 
the bystanders. James H. Parker, of 
Maroa, was selected as foreman ot the 
jury, nnd the oath was administered to 
him first by Clerk McClellan, the other 
members taking the same oath. Super- 
visor Wacker, of Niantic, told the court 
that he was over GO years of age, and that 
he desired t» be excused. The court 
granted Mr. Wacker'e request. Jacob Sine 
was eworn to take his plaje. The jury 
complete is as follows:

THE CHABOE. 


Judge Hughes proceeded verbally to 


deliver his charge to the jury, leaving to 
them the construction they shall put 
upon the interpretation of their oath, 
which states that they shall use diligent 
inquiry. It is the duty of the jury to 
follow up any evidence that loads them 
to believe that a violation of law has 
been committed. All should be loyal de- 
fenders and supporters of the law. It is 
no trouble to get parties to tell about 
murders, robbery, larceny, etc.; bnt it is 
different with other classes of crime, 
where parties will actually run from the 
officers—such, as gambling. There is a 
difference of opinion who should prose- 
cute the gambling fraternity. The city 
ought to do it. The country people have 
suffered most from the gambling prac- 
tice. We should try to protect the coun- 
trymen, who are too weak to resist temp- 
tation. The same is true of the whisky 
business. The saloon man is protected 
in his business, but he is not permitted 
to sell to minors, or drunkards. They 
should obey the law, and if they violate 
the law, they should be indicted and 
puuished. There are also other crimes 
where it is difficult to get witnesses. I 
need not call attention to other points. 
Yon know what they are. The habit ot 
carrying concealed weapons should be 
stopped. Any man who goes swinging 
alxnit with a revolver in bis pocket ought 
to be indicted and punished. * * Six- 
teen members of tlie jury shall constitute 
a quorum, and every bill you find must 
be endorsed by 12 members. 


J. J. H. Young was selected as the jury 


bailiff. He took the prescribed oath, and 
the jury retired to its room.

11C8, 
when the daughter of tlie last of 


them married Josce"ne do Louvain, 
brother of Adeliza, the queen of Henry 
I, and a son of the Count of Brabant. 
"Though tho bridegroom came of the 
blood of Charlemange," the bride com- 
pelled him to choose between taking her 
name or her arms. He preferred the 
former alternative, declining to part with 
tho azure lion of Hainrult, which baa 
since, with their crescent, been the crest 
of the Percys, and was one of the most 
familiar features of central London be- 
fore the melancholy demolition of North- 
umberland house. It would be a tedious 
story to tell how the Northumbrian es- 
tates came in 1744 to vest in the wife of 
Sir Hugh Smithson, of Stanwick, the 
head of n respectable Yorkshire family, 
who received his dukedom twenty years 
afterward. Now, we believe, the North- 
umbrian renl, roll is nearly £100,000, or 
at least it was so before the agricultural 
depression. But when the division was 
made in 1744 Northumberland was very 
much wild pasturage or uncultivated 
waste, and the more valuable half of the 
Percy estates passed to the Wyndhams.
